Detailed Plans for the Reconversion Vocational Training 
Conference at Philadelphia Announced 


N THE following pages you will find 
the detailed plans for the Reconver- 
sion Vocational Training Confer- 

ence which our Association will hold in 
Philadelphia December 6-9. 

As you look over the roster of more 
than 75 meetings with some 200 speakers 
you can catch an overview of vocational 
education preparing itself for the nation- 
wide transition from war to peace. 
Central theme of the Conference is: 


“Reconversion and the Long Range 
Program.” 


Vice presidents in charge of sectional 
programs have followed suggestions of 
President John A. McCarthy and Exec- 
utice Secretary L. H. Dennis in organiz- 
ing programs. Each session will study, 
explore and discuss plans for services 
which vocational education can provide 
to the nation. 

Major addresses on predicted post-war 
adjustments in agriculture and home 
making by national leaders have been 
scheduled. The future implications of 
vocational training at home and in inter- 
national educational relations will be dis- 
cussed by vocational leaders and Wash- 
ington authorities in the international 


field. 


Veteran Training Topic 


Training for veterans will dominate 
many section programs. Two speakers 


have already been assigned to prepare 
statements on what vocational agricul- 
tural educatiop can do to aid veterans 





who plan to take up farming. Business 
education for the handicapped veteran 
will be canvassed. Authorities from the 
War Department will tell vocational 
educators of the interests and attitudes 
of returning veterans which must be 
considered in planning training programs. 
Practical centers of information for vet- 
erans and displaced war workers will be 
discussed in the sessions devoted to oc- 
cupational information and guidance. 
Representatives of labor, management 
and the Armed forces will join with vo- 
cational education leaders in one after- 
noon session entirely devoted to various 
aspects of conversion training. Business 
education and rehabilitation education 
will both give considerable attention to 
the training problems of displaced civil- 
ian workers. 

Area schools is another reconversion 
movement that will receive thorough- 
going presentation at the Philadelphia 
conference. Among those who will dis- 
cuss this important new step in voca- 
tional education are: Oakley Furney, 
Assistant Commissioner for Vocational 
Education, Albany, New York; M. D. 
Mobley, State Director and Assistant 
Executive Officer, Division of Vocational 
Education and Community Services, 
Atlanta, Georgia; Paul L. Cressman, 
State Director for Vocational Education, 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania; Warren A. 
Seeley, State Supervisor, Trade and In- 
dustrial Education, Nashville, Tennes- 
see; Howard B. Gundersen, Director of 
Trades and Industrial Education, Salt 
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Lake City, Utah; and A. K. Getman, 
Chief, Agricultural Education Bureau, 
Albany, New York. 

On the heels of a new national study 
of vocational-technical education, one 
entire session will be devoted to this sub- 
ject. This is the problem of education 
largely for vocational-technical pursuits. 

Modern teaching aids as a means of 
improving and speeding up construction 
will come before the business education, 
industrial arts and other groups. New 
motion pictures and new aids will be 
demonstrated. 

Much stress will be given to safety 
education. 


Frontier Developments 


Among the frontier developments in 
vocational education to come before the 
conference are these: training war pris- 
oners, industrial arts training in avia- 
tion, new techniques vocational educa- 
tion can learn from the Armed forces, 
and vocational training for practical 
nurses.

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College Requirements 


OCATIONAL education, to be ac- 

ceptable to labor, industrial manage- 
ment, and business leaders, must be 
genuine and realistic. Therefore, it 
must be in the 
hands of teachers 
who have _ been 
successful in the 
occupations for 
which they train. 
This is basic. 

Having selected 
prospective teach- 
ers from the 
ranks of success- 
ful workers, vo- 
cational educa- 
tion gives them 
special training in 
job analysis, job 
objectives, organization of teaching ma- 
terials and in teaching methods and 
procedures. 

Vocational teachers as a group, are 
professionally alert. Thousands enroll 
in evening teacher training extension 
classes and in college summer sessions. 
Many obtain college degrees. For some 
occupations, college training can be in- 
serted between job experience and actual 
teaching. But vocational training for 
most occupations will require recruiting 
successful worker-leaders from their jobs 
to be vocational teachers. They are then 
provided with orientation teacher train- 
ing, and set to work. 

Let us not make the colossal blunder 
of trying to apply highly standardized 
collegiate requirements to all vocationak 
teaching. Any such regulations would

devitalize vocational training. It would 
cause the public schools to lose the re- 
spect of workers, employers, trainees and 
the general public. 


Disposal of Surplus Property 


HE all-out effort to win the war has 

produced tools, equipment, and ma- 
terials in vast quantity, and now the 
supply begins to exceed the needs. 

How to dispose _ 
of surplus prop- 
erty is O6ne of 
the chief concerns 
of the Federal 
government. The 
concern is based 
upon the econom- 
ic effects which 
may occur if 
there is an un- 
controlled dis- 
posal of surplus 
property. On the 
other hand, the 
sale of the prop- 
erty must not put the Federal govern- 
ment in-a “bargain basement” business 
situation. 

The surplus property act of 1944, P. L. 
457, which was approved October 3, 
1944, provides for the establishment of 
a Surplus Property Board. It is this 
Board which will consider the surplus 
property appropriate for schools, class- 
rooms, or educational use on a loan or 
lease basis. 

The vocational schools are in this pic- 
ture because the wise distribution of sur- 
plus equipment to vocational schools and 
classes will do two things—increase the 
efficiency of instruction in vocational 
education and eliminate some of the eco- 
nomic results through other forms of dis- 
posal. It is not too early to begin to 
acquaint the Surplus Property Board 
with the advantages of giving the 
vocational schools favorable considera- 
tion in the distribution of the com- 
modities.

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Amendment to Increase A.V.A. Dues 
Submitted by Committee 


PROPOSAL long discussed by 

the membership will come be- 
fore the House of Delegates at the 
Philadelphia meeting on December 
8. This proposal is a suggested 
amendment to the constitution of 
the American Vocational Associa- 
tion, Inc., which would increase the 
national dues of all members of 
affiliated associations from $1.00 to 
$2.00. The proposed amendment 
was placed in the hands of the 
Executive Secretary by a commit- 
tee composed of John A. McCarthy, 
State Director of Vocational Edu- 
cation, New Jersey, Fred A. Smith, 
State Director of Vocational Edu- 
cation, Arkansas, Ralph H. Woods, 
State Director of Vocational Edu- 
cation, Kentucky, J. B. Hobdy, 
State Director of Vocational Edu- 
cation, Alabama, M. D. Mobley, 
State Director of Vocational Edu- 
cation, Georgia, and George H. 
Fern, State Director of Vocational 
Education, Michigan. 

National American Vocational 
Association dues always have been 
lower than dues to practically all 
other national education organiza- 
tions. Because post-war problems 
face the Association with a much 
heavier load of work, the commit- 
tee listed above felt that the time 
had come to put the proposed 
amendment before the member- 
ship. The committee feels that the 
increase is needed in order to equip 
the Association with resources nec- 
essary to cope with the many post- 
war duties now in sight. 

Additional funds would be used 
chiefly for committee work on a 
wide variety of problems looming 
over the horizon. Proponents of 


the increase expressed the belief 
that unless the American Voca- 
tional Association was prepared to 
apply the experience and leader- 
ship of its members to the flood of 
new vocational training problems 
as they come up initiative will tend 
to pass to other hands. Expansion 
of the Association’s committee 
work can do much to chart a wise 
course for vocational education 
and safeguard the interests of vo- 
cational teachers. 

The proposal calls for amending 
that portion of Article II1I—Mem- 
bership—which reads as follows: 
Affiliated members—All members 
of affiliated societies who pay an- 
nual dues of—$1.00. 

It is proposed that this portion 
of Article III be amended so as to 
read as follows: Affiliated mem- 
bers—All members of affiliated so- 
cieties who pay annual dues of— 
$2.00. (The change in dues to be- 
come effective for the year begin- 
ning December 1, 1945.) 

This proposed amendment will 
be submitted in writing to the 
House of Delegates.
